The United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) is responsible for assuring public water
systems pro ide safe drinking water in accordance with the Safe Drinking Water Act (SOW A or Act),
42 U.L .. §§300f- 300j-26, and the regulations promulgated pursuant to the Act. SDWA Section 1445
and 40 C de of Federal Regulations (C.F.R.) Parl 141 Subpart D § 141.31) authorizes the EPA to
require th submittal of information so it can determine a public water system's compliance with federal
drinking v titer regulations. Under the authority of Section 1445(a)( 1)(B) of the SOW A, as amended, -1-2
U.S.C. § OOj-4(a)(1) B), EPA Region 2 hereby requests that Saratoga lIiIls Park pro ide the information
dcscril cd below within rh indicated time frame. EPA seeks this information 10 determine whether the
system referenced above is in compliance with the requirements of the Stage 2 Disinfectants and
Disinfection Byproducts Rule (Stage 2 DBPR).

Based on information contained in the Safe Drinking Water Information System (SDWIS). the Saratoga
Hills Mobile I lomc Park owns and/or operates Saratoga Hills Park public water system \ hich purchases
groundwater under the direct influence of surface water from Stillwater Village and serves 800 persons.
arat gn Hills Park W::lS required to begin complying with the compliance monitoring provisions of the

Stage 2 DI3PR beginning October 1,2013.

Within thirty (30) Days of receipt ofthis letter EPA requests the following:

1. A copy ofthe approved Stage 2 DBPR monitoring plan.

2. Confirmation that required sampling. for T'I'Hlvls and HAA5s for Stage 2 OBPR has taken
place at Saratoga Hills Park. In addition, please confirm that the sampling coincided with
"the point of maximum residence time during the month of warmest water temperature. 1

3. epics of all TIHM and HAAS sample results for samples taken between October 1, 2013-
September 30. 2014 in accordance with the Stage 2 DBPR.
